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is chiefly for fuel, fencing and railroad ties, 
with some building material and the wood 
needed for special uses about the farm. 
Without the wood lot a farm very often 
would be,an unprofitable investment, be- 
cause the farmer could not afford to buy the 
wood which now costs him very little ex- 
cept the labor of cutting and moving it. 
Indeed, in very many cases the wood lot 
keeps the farmer going. His labor there 
during the winter, when otherwise he 
would be idle, makes up for any deficit in 
the cultivated land, and the ready money 
he receives from the sale of fuel, ties, or 
other material is indispensable to his com- 
fort and prosperity. 

In two directions, then, material and 
money, the product of his wood lot is of 
high importance to the farmer. But in the 
majority of cases this part of the farm is 
far less useful than it might easily be made. 
This is true because the farmer does not 
study its productive capacity as he does 
that of his fields and pastures, and hence 
does not make it yield as freely as he might, 
with little or no additional labor, if he went 
about it in the right way. 

The following specimen memorandum 
agreement gives the terms on which the 
owners of small tracts of forest may co- 
operate with the division:

ENCOURAGING FORESTRY 


THE GOVERNMENT DESIRES TO 
ASSIST ALL INTERESTED. 


Text of the Circular of the Division of 
Forestry—Conditions Under Which 
Wood Farmers and Lumbermen Can 
Have Expert Help. 


The following circular has been issued by 
the Division of Forestry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 

The forest lands of the United States are 
owned in three separate ways: First, by the 
Government of the United States, to which 
belong the reserved and unreserved forests 
of the public land States; second, by some 
oi the States; and third, by private owners, 
among whom are individual men, com- 
panies and institutions. 

The private forest lands exceed in area 
those of the States and the Federal Guv- 
ernment combined, and their preservation 
in productive condition, as regards both 
timber and water supply, is of vast impor- 
tance to the nation. As a rule, however, the 
treatment they receive is calculated to de- 
stroy their value rather than to sustain or 
increase it. The reason is evident and 
natural. These lands, like other private 
property, aré held by their owners for the 
returns they yield, and the owners as yet 
have scarcely begun to understand that it 

pays better, as a rule, to protect a forest in

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this desirable result is still more restricted, 
while trained men capable of advising forest 
owners in the matter are very few indeed. 

For these reasons the Division of For- 
estry has undertaken to provide a series of 
practical examples of improved: treatment 
of private forest lands, in’ which the: present 
interest of the owner ‘and the protection 
and improvement of'the forest shall thave 
equal weight. The one is essential to the 
other, for the productive value of forest 
land is the only consideration that will lead 
to its preservation by the great majority 
of private owners. The object of the pres- 
ent undertaking is to show that improved 
ways of handling timber lands are best for 
the owners as well as for the forest, by as- 
sisting a few owners to make trial of them 
and then publishing the methods and re- 
sults for the benefit of all. 

Forest lands in private ownership are 
mainly of two kinds, small holdings, for the 
most part farmers’ wood lots, and larger 
areas, Chiefly valuable for lumber. ‘This di- 
vision is prepared, so far as its very inade- 
(uate appropriation will permit, to lend

. OF OVER TWO POINTS. 


The Unloading of 2,200 Shares Is At- 
tributed to Differences of Opinion 
Among Directors About Paying a 
Dividend on the Stock.

Fire follows the lumberman, in spite of the 
precautions he very often takes, until in 
many places it is thought to be inevitable. 
[hese are misfortunes from which the 
owners of the forest land are the first, but 
not the only, losers, for in the aggregate 
the loss is of immense public concern. It 
is to prevent these public and private 
losses that the division offers its assistance, 
realizing fully that they must continue un- 
til the suecess of some of their number 
proves to the great mass of timber land 
»wners that improved and conservative 
methods of lumbering will pay. 

A specimen memorandum agreement, 
such as this division, through the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is prepared to make 
with owners of timber land, so far as its 
resources will permit, is appended. Sec- 
ond growth and partly: devastated lands 
will be considered as well as virgin forest. 


TIMBER LAND AGREEMENT. 
WASHINGTON, D C., August 5, 1808. 


The Department of Agriculture of the 
United States and Richard Roe, of Roe- 
town, County of Freedom, State of Penn- 
‘ae mutually agree together as fol- 
“a 

. The Department of Agriculture, in 
vant of investigations in forestry, and 
in order to disseminate a knowledge of im- 
proved ways of handling forest lands, shall, 
alter personal study on the ground by its 
agent or agents, prepare ‘a plan for har- 
vesting the forest crop, and reproducing 
the forest on the land of the said Richard 
Roe, situated and described as follows: 
10,000 acres, more or less, of virgin and 
second-growth fotest land in the towns of 
Brownsville, Elizabeth, and North Morris, 
counties of Freedom and Tucker, ‘State of 
Pennsylvania, in the northern portion of 
the tract commonly known as the Jackson 
Purchase. 

2. The said plan shall be prepared for 
the purpose of promoting and increasing 
the present value and usefulness of the said 
land to its owner, and to perpetuate and 
improve the forest upon it. 

3. Upon the completion of the said plan 
and its acceptance by the said Richard 
Roe, the Department of Agriculture shall 
supervise the execution thereof so far as 
may be necessary. 

4. The cost of executing the provisions 
of this agreement shall be paid as follows: 

(a) The salaries of all the employees of 
the Department of Agriculture engaged in 
fulfilling this agreement shall be paid by 
the department. 

(b) A preliminary visit of inspection, if 
required, shall be wholly at the charge of 
the department. 

(c) Actual and necessary expenses for 
traveling and subsistence of the agent or 
agents of the department working under 
this agreement, except as provided in the 
foregoing paragraph (b), shall be paid by 
the said Richard Roe. What are “actual 
and necessary expenses” shall be deter- 
mined by the printed regulations of the 
department. Expenses under this para- 
graph (c) are estimated, for the prepara- 
tion of this working plan, at $75. 

(d) Necessary assistants shall be fur- 
nished by the said Richard Roe without 
cost to the department. It is estimated 
that two such assistants will be required 
i. five weeks to prepare this working 
plan. 

(e) The department shall not participate 
in any degree in the receipts and expenses 
arising from said land, except as above 
provided. 

5. The Department of Agriculture shall

have the right to publish and distribute 
the said plan and its results for the infor- 
mation of lumbermen, forest owners, and 
others whom it may concern. 

6. This agreement may be dissolved by 
either party upon ten days’ notice given 
to the other.

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Proposed Deep Water Canal. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





WATERTOWN, N. Y., October 27, 1808. 

The Government engineers and survey- 
ors are again making a tour of investiga- 
tion through the Black River Valley, and 
trying to locate the best route for the pro- 
posed deep-waterway canal. The party are 
at present at work in West Carthage and 
vicinity, making lines and driving stakes. 
It really looks as though the canal was to 
be constructed somewhere through north- 
ern New York by the United States Gov- 
ernment. J. W. McClintock, who has 
charge of the work, was reticent about giv- 
ing out information in relation to the mat- 
ter. He had been cautioned to absolute se- 
crecy by his superior officers. The object 
of the canal is to afford a deep waterway 
for shipping between the Hudson River 
and the Great Lakes. The surveys now 
being taken are to ascertain the most fea- 
sible route, one that will not only be the 
shortest distance, but one having sufficient 
water to feed the canal. To local experts 
the most favored route would be to follow 
the Black River Canal down to Car- 
thage, taking a short cut from here to 
Lake Ontario, into which the Black 
River empties. The building of the 
canal would boom the localities through 
which it passes. It would cost $50,- 
000,000, and would take five years to 
complete it. Thousands of men and teams 
would be employed and a regular old-fash- 
ioned Western boom would be realized 
throughout this section. The building of 
the canal is not being done on paper. The 
Government is in earnest in the matter, and 
when the reports of all the engineers have 
been received and examined the most fea- 
sible route will be selected and the gigantic 
enterprise will be commenced and pushed 
to completion. What effect the building of 
the canal through here would have on our 
many manufactories along the river, whose 


| existence depends in large measure upon 

the excellent water power utilized, remains 
to be seen. Some say if the canal is built 
on this route every mill along the Black 
River would be wiped out of existence. 
But then there need be no fears at present. 
If the canal comes, it would undoubtedly 
be unwelcome by the manufacturers.

THE GROOVING OF TUBE ENDS. 





Some of the froubles that come up in 
boiler practice are easily traceable to their 
even by those inexperienced in 
such matters. For example, when a boiler 
scales badly, it does not take

deal of solid matter in solution, or that 
the boiler is improperly handled. This 
and various other difficulties are so com- 


mon and familiar that no great amount of 
experience is required in determining 
their origin. There are a great many 
other ways, however, in which boilers go 
wrong, when the reason is far less patent. 
The cause may be close at hand, where a 
man skilled in such matters would see it 
at once; and yet the engineer, to whom 
the case is a new one, may be entirely at a 
loss for an explanation, and may even 
doubt the adequacy of the real cause, 
when it is pointed out to him. 

A common trouble of this kind consists 
in a cutting or grooving of the tubes close 
up to the tube sheet, usually on the lower 
part of the lowest tubes. This defect, like 
any other one, may occasionally be found 
where it would not be expected; and when 
this is the case the cause can only be dis- 
covered by a careful analysis of the condi- 
tions under which the particular boiler in 
which it occurs is run. In the great ma- 
jority of cases, however, it is found in boil- 
ers that are fed at the bottom of the shell, 
and is due to the chilling action of the 
water so introduced. 

There has been a great deal of literature 
written, and advice given, concerning the 
distress caused in boilers by introducing 
feed water in this way, but, notwithstand- 
ing this fact, there are many persons who 
still insist upon feeding at the bottom of 
the shell. Feed water, after passing 
through a first-class heater, will not have 
a temperature higher than 212° Fahr. It 
is commonly taken for granted that water 
as hot as this cannot produce contraction 
strains, because it is assumed to be too 
hot to “chill” the boiler. But any steam 
table will show that at 80 pounds (which 
is about the average pressure in use) the 
temperature of the water in the boiler is 


something like 324° Fahr.; so that the 
feed water, hot as it is, is 112° colder than 
the coldest part of the boiler. That is, 


there is more difference in temperature be- 
tween the feed water and the boiler than 
there is between a cake of ice and the di- 
rect heat from the blazing sun, in the hot- 
test day in summer. This is assuming the 
feed water heater to be perfect, so that it 
delivers the feed at 212°. If it is not per- 
fect, the feed will howe. a lower tempera- 
ture than 212°, and the effect on the — 
will be correspondingly worse. no 
heater is used at all, the stresses a be

rosive action of the water. In the main 
body of the tube this tendency is rarely evi- 
dent. It usually shows itself at the end of 
the tube, close up to the tube sheet. Ar 
this point the skin of the tube has already 
been disturbed, in the manufacture of the 
boiler, by the action of the expanding 
tool, and the fibres of the iron, exposed to 
the chilling feed ten or twenty times a day, 
are less able to resist the corrosive influ- 
ence of the water, as they are moved back 
and forth, and continually opened up by 
the alternating stresses to which they are 
We therefore find a local cor- 
which eats 


exposed. 
rosive action at these points, 
into the tube over the lower half of its 
circumference, until the tube is perforat- 
ed, and-gives notice of its weakness by 
leaking. If the feed enters the bottom of 
the boiler close to the back head,the tubes 
give way at the back end; if it enters near 
the front head, the tubes fail also at the 
front head. The first tubes to give out 
are those in the lowest row, which are 
most directly exposed to the inflowing 
feed; but others around them become in- 
volved after a time. 

The rapidity of this tube destruction va- 
ries greatly under different circumstances, 
as might be expected. Sometimes it is not 
observed at all, where one might confi- 
dently look for it; and again we have 
known cases in which the tubes gave out 
from this cause within a year after the 
boiler was first fired up. 

The .usual method of repairing a tube 
that has been perforated by this action is 
by inserting a thimble. The thimble is 
made with a slight taper, and is driven 
into the tube and then expanded and bead- 
ed over. This method of making repairs 
may do, temporarily, for one or two 
tubes, until they can be conveniently 
replaced, but it should not be used for a 
especially if 


greater number of tubes, 

they are adjacent. It is not uncom- 
mon to find from six to a dozen 
tubes thimbled in this way in the 
same boiler; but this is poor practice. 
The thimble merely serves to stop the 


leak. It does not add a particle to the 
strength of the tube. The importance of 
this point will be appreciated when it is 
remembered that the pressure against the 
lower half of the head has nothing to sus- 
tain it against the steam pressure, except 
the tension on the tubes; and if any con- 
siderable number of these are wasted 
away or grooved by corrosion, the boiler 
cannot be considered to be in good con-

The design of the Department of Agricul- 
ture is to put its expert knowledge and 
experience at the service of those who are 
engaged in any way in forestry. In the 
case of small holders, the owner of the 
wood lot, in order to have the benefit of 
such service, must enter into an agreement 
to carry out the plan of working formu- 
lated and adopted by the department, the 
expense of the supervision being borne by 
the latter. In the case of large timber 
lands, the owner must enter into a like 
agreement to put in work the plans of the 
department, the owner paying the actual 
and necessary expenses for traveling and 
subsistence of the agent or agents of the 
department working under the agreement, 
these expenses to be determined under 
definite regulations, all salaries, however, 
being paid by the Government. In both 
cases the Government reserves the right 
to publish the plans adopted and the re- 
sults accomplished under them. Of course, 
to make the work thus mapped out by the 
department of value, it is necessary that 
the owners and the Division of Forestry 
should work in harmony, and that the lat- 
ter should have the hearty support of the 
former. The offer of the department has 
very much to commend it, and if there is 
hearty co-operation on the part of owners 


and a desire on their part to reap the full | 


benefits of expert knowledge, the results 
should be such as will be of decided profit 
to the interests involved. Those who de- 
sire to avail themselves of the offer will do 
well to communicate with Mr. Pinchot.

The liabilities 
of the company are not made public, 
but the mill and stock on hand are said to 
be worth enough to cover all liabilities. 
The mill will be run until otherwise decided 
by the assignees for the benefit of the cred- 
itors, and the company promises to pay 
dollar for dollar of the indebtedness. 
The Marshall Paper Company was or- 
ganized in 1895, with Porter Farwell presi- 
dent and Frank J. Marshall treasurer, and 
had a capital stock of $146,000. A magnifi- 
cent mill was constructed and in June of ’96 
the first paper was turned out. Much of 
the machinery was bought in Europe, and 
it is said that the mill has some of the finest 
machinery in that section. Had business 
been good and payments prompt, there is 
little likelihood but that the mill could have 
been operated successfully and have tided 
over the present financial difficulties. It is 
stated that a meeting of the creditors will 
be held soon, when some definite action 
will be taken regarding the mill’s future. 
The board of directors of the company is 
composed of Mr. Whitcomb, Porter Far- 
well, Frank E. Marshall, E. Best and Geo. 
H. Marshall. The officers place a valua- 
tion of about $200,000 on the plant. The 
company has two 1,200-pound washing en- 
gines, one 1,200-pound beating engine and 
two Marshall engines. It has one 120-inch 
Fourdrinier machine, and has a capacity of 
16,000 pounds each twenty-four hours. The 
mill has been running on light-weight 
specialties.

come smooth and hard. especially if the 
grinding surface of the runners is noi 


quite free trom defects, 


“To avoid the occurrence of such smal! 
unground pieces in the pulp, the kolle: 
gang should be charged as heavily as pos 
sible with shavings. ‘The same rule hold, 
good for working waste paper in the en 
gine. 

“In the new style kollergangs recently 
recommended the stock does not inter 
mix very readily, a fact of which I have 
convinced myself by adding a small quan- 
tity of colored shavings to a furnishing o/ 
white stock. Such kollergangs, however, 
have the advantage that they hold muci 


more stuff than the old style with scrapers. 


and that therefore they have to be emp- 


tied and refilled less frequently. They can, 


moreover, be furnished much quicker and 
without danger to the attendant; they can 
be worked cheaper and cause fewer acci- 
dents. The writer recommends: 

“1. Kollergangs with low basin and 
scrapers for waste paper and for certain 
kinds of spruce pulp boards, consisting 01 
very thin and hard-pressed layers, and also 
for straw fibre. These materials are of a 
‘smeary’ nature and can be worked almost 
dry. 

“2. Kollergangs with ovoidal basin and 
without scrapers for working asp-woud 
pulp and wood fibre of all kinds. These 
materials are rendered ‘smeary’ toa cer- 
tain degree only if worked rather wet in 
the kollergang. The bedplate of such kol- 
lergangs should be of metal, as stones 
which work upon each other without hard 


ly anything between them become smooth 


very quickly from wear. 

“If only a single kollergang is to be 
erected, to be utilized for grinding waste 
as well as half-stuffs, the .manufacturer 
should not hesitate, but select a_ koller 
gang with low basin and with scrapers.” 

M. Cheveau, of Demargcay, France, re- 
cently obtained a French patent for a ko! 
lergang with high ovoidal basin and scrap- 
ers. Such a machine, equipped with two 
stones, is said to grind in twenty-four 
hours 5,000 kilograms of waste paper or 
sufficient stuff for 2,500 kilograms of straw 
paper. These figures, however, appear (o 
be rather high.

AMONG THE MILLS.

HERKIMER, N. Y., October 27, 1898. 
The paper mill here is a dandy. They 
have got a man or two who know their 
business, and the steam engineer is one of 


them. ‘The superintendent seems to be an- 


»ther. 
There are two machines in this mill, and 


hey are both “humping it” for all they are 
orth. One runs about 360 and the other 
340 feet per minute. The stuff is of good 
juality, and seems to be 18 to 20 per cent. 
ilphite fibre. It is engined in the usual 
way, and then run through Jordans, which 
ire set very light, so that they brush the 
stuff without shortening it much if any. 

A good kink showed upon one of the 
Jordans. It was a disk, laid off in spaces 
about an inch apart and numbered entire- 
ly around the circle from 1 up. The Jor- 
dan was set in the usual manner—by 
‘sound and feel.”” Then, in case the screw 
was set back for any purpose, the engine- 
man simply noted where the pointer stood 
before he touched the hand-wheel. If it 
marked 8%, he only had to turn the hand- 
wheel until the pointer stood at that mark, 
and the Jordan was reset in an instant. 
No guess work about that, and no fear of 
the Jordan running slack on head because 
Pat had gone home, and Mike “didn’t 
know the combination.” 

I noticed one pretty good rig for taking 
care of the stuff that lodged in the save-all 
boxes under the couch rolls. The rig in 
question looked somewhat like the screen 
from a wing or hipper arm duster, and 
it was mounted in about the same way. A 
stuff pump brought all the stuff and water 
from the save-all boxes and discharged it 
into the upper end of this revolving wire- 
covered screen, which was inclined a 
couple of feet in its length, and placed 
over a beating engine. 

The water ran out of the screen and the 
stuff tumbled along the length of the wire 
and fell into the tub. The water went 
through the screen into a pan placed under 
the screen and connected with the tailrace. 
When finishing, water and all was allowed 
to go right into the tub. The suction box 
water is forced into a tank on the beater 
room floor, and is used for furnishing the 
engines. 

This makes the saving pretty close, and 
there is no need for a man to go under the 
machine-room floor once in a while and 
bring up. the stuff in baskets. That used 
to be a nasty job at best. The engine tub 
over which this screen rig is placed is used 
altogether for working “broken,” and 
steam pipes are properly attached for heat- 
ing the stuff to the desired degree of tem- 
perature. 

The machines used only a single slice 
bar each, a considerable head being kept 
in that portion of the wire above the slices, 
which actually prevents any air bubbles 
from getting through under the slice and 
making trouble by blisters, etc. For news 
it is an open question whether or not it 
pays to use more than one slice box. 
When two bars are used the space between 
the bars cannot have as much head of stuff 
in it, as the total head has to be shared by 
the two spaces, making each lower. By 
using only one bar every particle of the 
head is made available for keeping clear of 
the bubbles; neither is there any danger of 
the stuff getting over the deckle straps, as 
the cloth on top can be brought up high 

ugh to prevent anything from getting 
over them, until at least the head has risen 
high as the slice bars themselves.

their keep; they are still in good working

30° warmer than furnished to the other 
stack of calenders. This matter should re- 
ceive attention, and the air supply should 
always be taken from as cool a spot as pos- 
sible. It would cost no more. Instead of 
two pipes, one could supply both machines 
where two pumps are now required. 

It mieht prove profitable to use a regu- 
lar air pump, compressing the air to 60 
pounds, and while at that pressure cooling 
it by means of a coil of pipe in the wheel 
pit, or at other convenient place. 
Then, upon letting this air escape in the 
nozzles at the rolls, its expansion will call 
for the addition of a good deal of heat, 
which must be taken from whatever sub- 
stance or surface the air strikes against. A 
good deal of the heat required will be 
taken from the calender rolls, thus keeping 
them much cooler than is possible by the 
blowing common 


some 


crdinary method of 
warm or cool air against them. 

A small supply of air under pressure can 
be used to advantage in any paper mill. 
Aside from its use on the calenders, as de- 
scribed, it can be used to advantage on 
dandy rolls, and a roll thus rigged will 
keep clean fully twice as long as when 
running without any cleaning attachment. 
Common air from a fan helps in this direc- 
tion, and steam under boiler pressure does 
the work well, but is objectionable on ac- 
count of the water it sometimes carries. 
Compressed air has all the advantages of | 
steam, and none of its defects. 

A “tell-tale” on the second press guide 
roll tells the story exactly as well as could 
be done with a $50 outfit. A piece of pa- | 
per is folded up and fastened to the gud- 
geon of the roll outside the bearing. Care 
is taken to so fasten another paper that it 
“wabbles” so its movement can be seen 
from the farthest end of the machine- 
room. As long as this bit of paper runs 
around in a small circle the machine tend- 
er knows that everything is O. K. at the 
second press, but if the bit of paper is still 
the machine tender knows the paper is 
broken at the press, and he hustles to get 
it over again. 

The old “top shake” is in evidence in 
this mill. What a monstrosity that thing 
was and always has been, that fast-running | 
crank 6 or 8 feet from the floor; where 
there are no means whatever for keeping 
it from shaking itself instead of the wire. 

Twelve pounds back pressure in the dry- 
ers is a good deal, especially when it is 
back pressure, and the engines have to 
work against it. Again, using live steam | 
with and to supplement the exhaust is bad 
practice, for it causes waste. 

I noticed the adjustment of suction | 
boxes and rolls on these machines, and 
found that they were all set on a dead level 
and the rest of the machine brought to 
them, thus making everything tight, and 


as easy for the wire as possible.

As has before been pointed out in this 
correspondence, trade conditions in this 
valley, in the matter of orders at least, 
have this fall been not quite as good in all 
respects as had been expected during the 
summer. Business has come intermittent- 
ly, and it still continues to come that way, 
but there is a settled belief on the part of 
all the manufacturers with whom I have 
talked of late that there is through it all a 
gradual betterment all the time. Some 
weeks orders are plenty and other weeks 
they are few. If orders came all the time 
the way they do during the weeks of 
plenty the mills could not fill them, and 
with things as they are now none of the 
mills are complaining of any particular 
lack, and to an outsider traversing them 
seem to be as busy as possible.

Boston, Mass., October 27, 1898. 

As the month draws to a close business 
seems to be improving a little with the 
city paper jobbers. 

The volume of trade for the month, so 
say the dealers, is larger than that of last 
month and fully up to that of October of 
last year, if not better. 

Business may not be as voluminous as 
looked for, and for that reason is a little 
disappointing, but it is possible that ex- 
pectations may have been too lofty. The 
improvement comes slowly, but there is 
some encouragement to experience even 
a little improvement. It forms a basis 
upon which to build future prospects, and 
to encourage renewed efforts, which leads 
to larger business. 

Reports from local manufacturers are 
taking on a more cheerful tone, from 
which one must infer that orders are com- 
ing to hand more liberally of late. 

Printers are said to be running their 
presses more freely of late, and so the call 
for paper from those quarters 1s more 
liberal. 

Yesterday the city jobbing trade re- 
ceived the looked for new price lists from 
the various envelope manufacturers—or 
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rather the several divisions of the United 
States Envelope Company. As was to be 
expected, prices are higher, the advance 
on some grades being only 5 per cent., 
while the popular sizes and weights 
are from 20 to 25 per cent. higher. 
Still the dealers are finding no fault, and 
there is no reason why the consuming pub- 
lic should complain—manufacturers must 
make a profit on their business. 

The whole trouble with the entire indus- 
trial business has been the cutting of prices 
to ruinous figures because of the severe 
competition. In consequence, combina- 
tions in the different lines of manufacture 
are necessary for self-preservation. It 
seems to be the only solution for the 
troubles incident to unprofitable business, 
resulting from over-production. General 
business is good when every manufactur- 
ing industry is able to market its products 
at a fair, profitable price. Labor is then 
better paid, and the purchasing power of 
the people is enlarged, which of itself 
leads to increased consumption. What 
started the boom in the West? Why, the 
big advance in the price of wheat. So 
don’t kick if the price of envelopes goes up. 
It’s a pity that every grade of paper can’t 
be advanced 1 to 2 cents a pound. 
Failures among paper mills would not 
then be so frequent. 

After a successful existence of over 
eighteen years the firm of Train, Smith & 
Co., owing to the death of E. Story Smith, 
the junior partner, has gone into liquida- 
tion.

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HOLYOKE, Mass., October 27, 1898. 

The paper trade in this city this week 
has been firm, there being no reduction in 
the number of orders received this week 
over last, and it is thought that in some 
quarters trade has picked up a trifle. The 
improvement has been slight, but it is be- 
lieved that some lines have been in more 
demand this week than before, and the 
manufacturers say that in general trade has 
been very satisfactory. Little by little we 
are getting encouraging news from the 
manufacturers, and it really begins to look 
as though the paper business of the city 
was coming back to the level upon which 
it belongs. There is a feeling this week, 
continued from the last two weeks, per- 
haps, that trade is improving, and the facts 
bear out the assertion made some little 
time ago that trade would improve, and 
why should it not? There are many rea- 
sons why it ought, but none why it should 


not, unless it is for the fact that people 
have gone without buying for so long that 
they really do not like to get into the pur- 
chasing habit again. A prominent manu- 
facturer has been on a trip to Washington 
and other points in that direction, and he 
returns to the city with ideas much im- 
proved upon the prospects. He had been 
expecting an improvement in trade, and 
even before he left his orders were begin- 
ning to show a gain, but his recent trip 
convinced him that business for his mill is 
really on the gain. Fine writing seems to 
be holding its own, but book papers have 
had a steady call. A fair line of writing 
paper has been in demand from some of the 
mills, and the greater part of this paper 
has been sold to jobbers who supply print- 
ing hopses. This paper is used for low- 
class work, where the purchaser is not par- 
ticular and does not want to pay for a real- 
ly first-class line of goods. Ledger papers 
have been in fair demand, and the usual 
orders for envelope papers have been re- 
ceived this week. There is no real im- 
provement in this line of paper Over last 
week. Manufacturers are unable to state 
in what particular line trade has improved, 
but there is a more hopeful feeling, and 
trade has been steadier than for some time, 
and these two reasons in themselves are 
sufficient for the statement that “trade is 
on the improve.” 

Another paper man, who has returned 
from a Southern trip, states that he has 
found business better than he really antic- 
ipated, and he believes that the improve- 
ment will be permanent. Orders for his 
mill have shown a decided improvement 
during the week, and the last of the week 
has been somewhat better than the fore- 
part of the week and the latter part of the 
preceding week. Your correspondent is 
told that business this week will compare 
very favorably with the same period last 
year, and with some of the mills it has 
shown an improvement. 

Our good friend “Charlie” says that 
the business of the rag men is “picking up 
—rags.” Charlie is getting to be quite 
witty of late, and the first thing he knows 
some minstrel company will be offering 
him an inducement to leave the paper 
business and join the end. I am unable to 
find much of an improvement in the rag 
market; in fact, I am told by the repre- 
sentatives of the business in the city that 
trade has bedén about the same this week 
as it has been for some few weeks. Prices 
have not advanced, and there is no special 
demand for rags from any of the mills. 
The ustial orders are being filled, and in 
some cases it is hard to sell the mills even 
at old prices. There are still hopes among 
the salesmen that business will improve 
sufficiently to get a little spurt on in the 
rag department, but this seems unlikely 
just at present.

There is little likeli- 
hood of any definite action being taken 
in the matter this year by the State Board 
of Health, but imeall probability some ac- 
tion will be taken soon which will tend to 
have the sewage from the mills kept out 
of the canals. This discharge of sewage 
into the canals from the mills in some cases 
has been kept up since the mills were built, 
and so far as known locally there have been 
no serious effects from it from a sanitary 
point of view, although the State Board of 
Health may find technical reasons why the 
practice should not be continued, and in 
cases of new mills be prevented. It would 
be a considerable expense if this board 
were to compel all of the mills to change 
their systems so that no sewage should 
enter the canals.

WiLiiaM H. Tivy. 

William H. Tivy, secretary and treas- 
urer of the American Roll Paper Com- 
pany, St. Louis, Mo., died at his home in 
that city on Saturday afternoon last. 

For several years he had been a great 
sufferer from asthma, but being possessed 
of a strong will and indomitable energy 
had been enabled to perform his various 
official duties until the first of this year. 
Acting upon the advice of physicians, he 
visited Hot Springs, Ark., and other re- 
sorts for the purpose of recuperating his 
health. He was not greatly benefited by 
the change, but returned home and re- 
sumed active charge of his business until 
Thursday of last week, when he was con- 
fined to his bed with pneumonia, and on 
Saturday the end came.

Paper, it 
seems, has been made in a Scottish mill 
from trees which grew more than 2,500 
years ago. The Glasgow Evening Times 
notes: “It is interesting to know, in con- 
nection with the material, which is at least 
2,500 years old, found in the crannog, that 
sheets of hand-made paper have been made 
from it, upon which writing and drawing 
can be executed with facility. The experi- 
ment has been carried out by W. H. Wiles, 
an expert well known in the paper world 
for his advanced and practical work, both 
in the laboratory and the mill. All wood, 
with the exception of the oaken piles, has 
been trensformed into a consistency re- 
embling sponge cake as brittle and as 
soft.” 

Captain Partington made a most excel- 
lent speech on the occasion of a presenta- 
tion to him by his workpeople at Glossop 
recently. It was the celebration of the 
twenty-fiith year of Captain Partington’s 
connection with the Turnlee and Dover 
mills, and the present took the form of a 
model in silver of a wood-pulp digester. 
In presenting it Mr. Allen remarked that 
they hoped it would be an heirloom in the 
Partington family, and no doubt it will be. 
In thanking all assembled Mr. Partington 
took for his text the progress made in the 
twenty-five years.

in this city. ‘His judgment was sound, and 
his conduct of business was based on hon- 
orable and just principles. 

| I met W. O. Tyler in this city to-day, and 
he told me that he had been the victim of 
misplaced confidence. He had been led to 
believe that Brunswick, Ga., was an excel- 
lent place for a residence and for raising 
fruits and vegetables. So he went there 
and bought a comfortable home, where, 
as he thought, he and his sister would be 
able to enjoy life, free from the turmoil 
and trials of a great city like Chicago. But 
lo! they were doomed to disappointment. 
Three weeks ago last Sunday a tidal wave 
from the ocean swept over Brunswick and 
completely deluged the place. Scarcely a 
building—or only a very few—escaped be- 
ing carried into the ocean.* Buildings 
were removed from their foundations and 
floated off into the sea as though they were 
so many rowboats. The depth of the water 
over the entire place and for more than 10 
miles back was 13 feet. It is known that 
150 persons were drowned and as many 
more missing who have not as yet been 
accounted for. Every store was stripped of 
its stock of goods. Mr. Tyler says that 
his was one of the few houses which had a 
foundation sufficiently strong to resist the 
pressure of the water, though an ell became 
detached and floated away to parts un- 
known. He was absent from the place at 
the time, but his sister and hired man 
were at home. They remained in the 
house, as they could not do otherwise. As 
fast as the water rose they elevated them- 
selves as best they could by piling large 
trunks on the top of a bed and standing 
on them. Even then the water was al- 
most to their waists. Thus they stood for 
more than two hours, not knowing how 
soon they would be swept away. But for 
the assistance of the hired man .Mr. Tyler's 
sister never could have withstood the terri- 
ble ordeal, as she is aged and very nervous. 
| Everything, says Mr. Tyler, is gone, save 
the frame oi the house. Ke could not re- 
pair the loss in three years, and he has 
about abandoned the idea of ever return- 
ing there. It is likely that Mr. Tyler will 
connect himself with some paper house in 
this city, and give up all idea of returning 
to farming. His friends will regret his 
misfortune, and rejoice to learn of his be- 
ing installed in some lucrative position, for 
which he is so well qualified. 

L. G. Fisher, of the Union Bag and Pa- 
per Company, informs me that the new 
mill at Sandy Hill, N. Y., is fast being put 
into shape for making paper. He says it 
is one of the best built mills in the coun- 
try—built almost entirely of steel and ce- 
ment. Save the roof, which is covered 
with sheathing, there is absolutely no 
woodwork in the building. It is as near 
fireproof as it can be made. A new Four- 
drinier machine has just been placed with- 
in.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., October 27, 1898. 

Contractor N. W. Nims, of Philadelphia, 
who a short time ago took the contract 
to place the large masonry dam in the 
Racket at Hannawa Falls and dig the canal 
in sixty days, has evident, given up. On 
Monday night Mr. Nims informed his men 
that they need not do any more work until 
they had been paid, and yesterday morning 
he came to town early and took the morn- 
ing train south, presumably for his home. 
The news soon spread about the town that 
work had been discontinued because there 
was no money forthcoming to pay the men. 
This report was quickly denied by Merritt 
& Tappan, who announced that the money 
to pay Mr. Nims and his men for the work 
thus far has been here for several days. 
Since starting in on the contract Mr. Nims 
has had hard luck, and the promoters of the 
scheme have been inclined not to be too 
exacting. He was greatly delayed several 
days by the cofferdam going out in the 
recent dam. The contract stipulates that 
the dam and canal must be done in sixty 
days. Thirty of these have passed, and it 
now appears that it is almost beyond hu- 
man possibility to complete the work in 
another thirty days. Merritt & Tappan 
can give no explanation of Mr. Nims’ atti- 
tude, except that he has thrown up the 
contract. The work will be resumed to- 
day as usual with a large force of men, 
under Merritt & Tappan, who have ar- 
ranged with the sub-contractors to take 
charge, and it will be pushed with all pos- 
sible speed. 

There is a great hustle up at Massena. 
They are working twenty hours per day, 
and mud is flying in large quantities. The 
“Yankee,” one of the two new Babcock- 
Lary dredges, arrived Monday night, and 
is now tied up at Richard's dock, receiving 
the balance of her outfit and having her 
machinery adjusted, preparatory to going 
to work. She was built at the Buffalo 
shipyard, and is 103 feet long, 32-foot 
beam, and draws now 4% feet of water. 
She has no propelling power of her own. 
Captain Elder is in command, and the ves- 
sel carries a crew of from eleven to four- 
teen men when at work. The “Yankee” is 
furnished with two boilers of the capacity 
of 150 horse-power each, . which furnish 
steam for two mammoth engines in the for- 
ward part of the dredge, and two steam 
valves, which supply two huge tanks in the 
centre of the hold. The dredge proper is 
the same as the “orange peel” now at work 


down at the power house, only many times 
larger, and is operated in the same manner 
from a tower in the bow of the scow. The 
“Yankee” will start in on the St. Lawrence 
river and work her way toward Massena as

A strike among the boys at the wall pa- 
per factory of the F. E. James Company, 
Thirty-seventh street and Tenth avenue.

Not long ago twelve Italian 
boys were employed, and the old hands, 
who were receiving $3 a week, heard that 
the newcomers were not only receiving 
$3.50 a week, but were getting the easiest 
work besides. They thereupon demanded 
$3.50 a week, and when they received only 
$3 each seventy of them struck. The boys, 
after the most approved methods of strik- 
ers of mature age, tried to “persuade” the 
Italians not to go to work, and % would 
have gone hard with the Italian boys if the 
police had not been on duty.
